2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 4, 5, 14 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 4 and 14 each recites the limitation " said vacuum panels" in lines 1 and 

3. respectively. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

In claim 23 it isn't clear what applicant means by "said lower bumper transition is 
linearly tapered from said bumper transition is linearly tapered between said label 
mounting region and said base". 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1, 4-6, 13, 15 and 19-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Ota et al '086, of record. 

Applicant's attention is invited to Figure 7 where b is clearly an angle greater than 
90 degrees. 

4. Claims 1, 2, 4-12, 16, 17 and19-26 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Peek '125 in view of Ota et al '096, both of record. 

To have made the recess of Peek 91 degrees or greater than 90 degrees would 
have been obvious in view of Ota et al at B. 
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5. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
references as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Tobias et al '221 , of 
record. 

To have merely provided the dome with a logo would have been obvious in view 
of the teaching by Tobias et al. 

6. Claims 1 3-1 5 and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable 
over the references as applied to claims 4 and 24 above, and further in view of Ogg et 
al '433, or record. 

To have formed the islands of the same width as the label mounting area to 
support the label would have been obvious in view of such teaching by Ogg et al. 
Moreover to have adjusted the vacuum panel and dome height would lave been obvious 
in view of such teaching by Ogg et al. 

7. Claim 1 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over the 
references as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Krishnakumar et al '834, 
of record. 

To have formed the bottle to hold 20 ounces of fluid would have been obvious in 
view of Krishnakumar et al. 

8. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-27 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patents show other dome constructions.
